Election  Day  and  Its  Results  in 
Cohasset. 
Tuesday  morning  dawned  cold  and 
clondy  and  the  prospect  of  exceeding 
or  even  equaling  the  heavy  vote  of 
last  year  in  this  town  seemed  poor  to 
r  local  politicians  of  each  party,  hut 
a  little  before  8  o'clock  quite  a 
number  of  voters  had  assembled  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  the  hallot  distributers 
of  the  different  parties  were  outdoing 
themselves  in  their  efforts  in  behalf  of 
their  respective  candidates.  At  7.55 
o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to  or- 
der and  the  warraut  calling  the  same 
was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  N. 
B.  Tower.  The  new  hallot  box  which 
has  been  adopted  by  the  stale  was 
then  opened  and  an  opportunity  of- 
fered to  all  present  to  examine  the  in- 
terior, as  is  n  quired  by  law.  To  fui- 
ther  comply  with  the  law  the  box  wa  s 
then  locked  by  the  Town  Clerk  and 
the  key  placed  in  the  custody  of  a 
const ahlt.  Mr.  J.  Q.  A.  Lothrop, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  Selectmen 
then  took  charge  of  the  hallot  box 
and  as  the  law  requires  that  the  per- 
sons presiding  at  the  hallot  box  and 
check  list  should  represent  hoth  po- 
litical parties,  Mr.  C.  F.  Nichols  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  check  list. 

Promptly  as  the  town  clock  was 
striking  eight,  the  first  hallot  was 
cast  by  Mr.  E.  E.  Ellms.  From  this 
time  until  1  o'clock,  the  hour  the  polls 
were  closed,  the  voting  was  quite  regu- 
lar, hut  not  very  lively,  with  nothing 

exciting  nature  during  the  er 
tire  morning.  At  about  ten  o'clock 
large  delegation  from  the  Beechwood 
district  arrived  and  for  a.  short  time 
the  voting  was  quite  lively,  but  dur- 
ing (he  greater  part  of  the  time 
the  hall  seemed  nearly  deserted,  and 
when  at  one  o'clock  the  polls  were 
closed  and  the  indicator  on  the  hallot 
box  recorded  395,  the  largest  vote  ever 
cast  In  Cohasset,  it  could  hardly  be 
realized  how  to  large  a  v 
been  cait.  Immediately  after  clos- 
ing the  polls  the  large  amount  of 
'red  tape"  work  required  by  the  new 
law  was  commenced.  The  number 
registered  hy  the  Indicator  on  the  bal- 
lot box  was  first  taken  and  recorded 
by  the  Town  Clerk.  The  entire  check 
list  was  then  counted  hy  the  pcrton  In 
charge  of  the  same,  he  counting  aloud 
every  check  mark.  The  ballots  were 
then  taken  from  the  box  and  every 
one  was  counted  In  the  presence  of 
(lie  meeting.  The  work  of  assorting 
and  counting  and  recording  the  vote 
was  then  commenced  and  It  was  s.i 
o'clock  when  the  filial  result  was  d 
cUrcd  by  the  Chairman.  We  gi<

ELECTION. 
The  polls  opened  on  Tuesday  last 
at  9  o'clock  for  the  National  and  State 
elections.

bnt  in  all  other  respects,  and  this  de- 
grades him,.  Has  the  Indiana  farmer 
reasoned  ia  this  way  ? 

There  is  any  nmount  of  weeping  and 
wailing  over  spoilt  boys.  It  tut  a 
teath  of  the  interest  was  displayed 
little  sooner,  there  wnuld  be  very  little 
use  for  reform  schools. — Detroit  Free 
Press. 

About  Ironing. 

I  am  tho  mistress  ot  n  large  old- 
fashioned  fsrmhouse  on  a  120-acrc 
farm,  aad  all  farmers'  wives,  nt  least, 
know  that  in  such  a  homo  every  day 
hrings  its  round  of  duties.  I  believe 
it  should  be  the  aim  of  ovory  farmer's 
wife  to  economize  her  muscular  forces 
in  ovory  department  that  does  not  in- 
terfere with  the  health  and  comfort  of 
her  family,  and  I  havo  often  folded 
and  pnt  away,  directly  from  tho 
clothesline,  nearly  tho  whole  washing 
rather  than  havo  my  hired  girls  spend 
tho  long  heated  hours  ot  a  summer 
day  at  the  ironing  table,  and  I  havo 
never  had  to  call  in  a  doctor  for  injury- 
done  to  the  children,  aud  what  is  bet- 
ter still,  my  hushand  is  much  more 
afraid  of  his  family  being  overworked, 
thaa  of  any  wrinkles  he  encounters  in 
tho  sheets.  I  alwnys  personally  su- 
perintend the  washing  with  my  now 
'help"  and  insist  on  having  table- 
cloths, napkins,  towels,  etc.,  pui 
through  tho  wringer  straight  instead  of 
cornorwise.  It  takes  uo  more  time 
when  tho  girls  learn  to  think  about  it, 
and  they  soon  come  to  appreciate  tho 
ives.  I  also  insist  on  their 
being  taken  carefully  from  the  iino,  a 
time,  and  folded  smoothly 
(not  lolled),  thus  saving  much  of  the 
hard  work  caased  hy  the  thoughtleus 
ime  women  havo  of  allowing 
their  clothes  to  be  crowded  into  a  bas- 
ket and  set  by  until  a  convonient  timo 
for  folding.  I  havo  at  tho  present 
writing  six  beds  waitiag  to  be  filled, 
week  with  honored  guests  from 
Boston  and  other  New  England  citieu. 
I  mado  them  all  up  with  my  own 
hands,  tacking  in  the  hlankets  with 
tender  care,  folding  and  inrniug  the 
a  lino,  adjusting  the  pillows 
with  many  a  loving  pat,  thinking  of 
the  dear  heads  which  might  soon  rest 
upon  them,  bnt  not  ono  of  thoir  snowy 
spreads  ever  had  a  fintiron  tonchod  to 
it  to  my  knowledge. 

I  have  brought  up  my  daughters  too, 
and  endeavored  to  teach  them  "what 
was  worth  doing  at  all  was  worth  do- 
ing well."  I  havo  also  tried  to  teach 
them  that  there  were  a  great  many 
things  not  worth  a  woman's  time  to  do. 
Tho  oldest,  a  ntepdaughter,  who  after 
her  boarding  school  days  were  over, 
came  home,  and  with  loving  devotion 
i  tho  general  care  of  the  fam- 
ily, now  presides  over  a  happy  home 
own,  in  a  not  distant  city,  and 
the  perfectioa  of  her  housekeeping  is 
tho  comment  of  all  whn  enjoy  her  hos- 
itality.  Tho  other  daughter  who  wiii 
soon  complete  tho  "literary  aud  scien- 
tific course"  of  one  of  the  best  schools 
Now  England,  can  make  a  loaf  of 
bread  or  iron  her  own  dainty  cam- 
brics and  muslins  in  a  way  to  suit  the 
most  fastidious.  There  is  a  son  too, 
who  can,  when  necessary  sew  on  his 
huttons,  and  who  has  many  a 
timo  taken  a  turn  at  the  dish  mop, 
with  the  silver  and  china,  when  the 
house  was  full  of  company,  aad  whose 
coffee  and  breakfast  cake  I  should  he 
proud  to  set  before  onr  Connecticut 
friend  if  she  will  favor  un  with  her 
company. — [A  Farmer's  Wife  in 
Homestead.

Creamed  Oysters. 

Oysters  are  jast  now  very  onjoyahle. 
Ono  of  the  best  ways  to  prepare  thom, 
especially  for  hreakfast  or  a  hot  lunch, 
is  to  purchase  large  ones  ;  cover  with 
cracker  dnst,  making  it  adhere  hy  dip- 
ping tho  oyster  first  in  tho  crackors  and 
then  ia  a  beaten  ogg;  cover  with  In- 
dian meal  and  hroii  quickly;  sorvo  on  a 
hot  dish  with  a  hit  of  hot  butter  in  the 
centre  of  each  oyster.  Creamed  oys- 
mado  as  follows:  Heat  in  a 
donhlo  boiler  a  pint  of  cream,  Into 
which  bss  been  put  a  tiuy  piece  of 
and  a  slice  of  onion  about  as 
Urge  as  a  quarter  of  a  dollar.  Put  a 
quart  of  oysters  into  a  stewpau,  with 
thoir  liquor  and  when  they  begin  to 
boll  skim  the  liquor  and  drain  It  ofT, 
removing  the  stewpau  from  the  stove. 

tahlospoonfiii  of  flour  with  one- 
third  of  a  cupful  of  milk,  and  when  the 
cream  In  the  double  boiior  has  bees 
(mated  to  the  boiling  point,  stir  this 
mixture  iuto  It.  Cook  for  eight  rain- 
i,  stirring  occasionally;  then  skim 
tho  mace  and  onioa  aud  put  in  the 
oysters,  together  with  salt  and  pepper 
to  «ult  your  tasu.  Lay  some  toasted 
cracker*  ou  a  warm  platter  aud  pour 
tiie  creamed  oyster*  upon  them.  Oar- 
nlsb  with  parsley  anil  serve. 


Tobaooo  and  Strawberries. 

Ms.  Editor  : — Sir,  I  am  a  constant 
reader  nt  your  valnahie  paper  and  take 
pleasure  in  the  various  comments  on 
farming  and  vegetahlo  culture.  This 
year  I  set  out  two  huadrcd  tobacco 
plauts.  I  trimmod  them  down  to  froi 
8  to  10  leaves  per  stalk,  and  I  had 
trifle  over  oae  hundred  ponnds  of  tobac- 
co in  the  leaf  and  I  am  told  it  is  fine, 
and  I  wish  to  inquire  through  your  pa- 
per the  modo  to  prepare  it  for  consump, 
tioo.  Iu  conaectioa  with  my  tohacoo 
I  have  a  fine  patch  of  Wilson  straw- 
berries, aud  I  find  for  quantity  and 
quick  returns  of  money  invested, the  beat 
way  in  my  oplaion  is  to  set  out  in  Aug- 
ust in  drills  six  inches  apart,  thoa  they 
get  a  good  start  for  the  next  Springs 
growth.  Whon  tho  ground  is  covered 
with  the  plauts,  which  will  he  hy  Fall 
of  tho  next  year;  go  through  them 
with  no  iron  rake,  or  if  the  patch  in 
large,  it  stool  harrow,  and  cover  with 
wheat  straw,  it  being  the  hest, 
and  not  so  hard  to  remove  in  the  Spring. 
Wheu  tho  fruit  begins  to  grow  small, 
spade  up  one  half  of  your  yard  and  re- 
set and  soon.  I  find  clay  soil  iater- 
mixed  with  sandy  loam  the  best  under 
this  treatmeat.  For  manuring,  take 
equal  parts  of  horse  manure  and  rotten 
leaves.  For  cleanliness  a  light  dressing 
of  saw  dust  in  the  Spring  makes  the 
harvesting  pleasantcr  and  is  a  benefit 
to  the  soil  as  well.  _  Hoping  to  got  an

There  ure  very  few  per- 
sons who  cannot  take  snch  a  hath  with 
pleasure  as  well  as  profit  Oue  does 
not  need  the  Atlantic  Ocean  or  even  a 
river  to  get  tho  benefit  of  a  hath.  A 
wash  hasin,  a  hroad.flat  pan  to  stand  in 
and  two  cans  or  jngs  of  water,  hot  and 
cold  will  answor  evory  purpose.  The 
effect  of  the  hot  water  followed  hy  cold  is 
very  curious.  I  have  the  pleasure  o  f 
knowing  a  lady  who  found  it  so  good  for 
her  own  ailments  that  she  tried  it  on  her 
plants.  A  fading  fern  revived  at  once 
vigorous  life.

A  mncbiue  shop,  with  cleclric 
(urging  hummer*,  plaMcrs,  etc,  aud  a 
full  outfit  of  verticle  and  li 
engines,  couioletes  a  pnrtial  li»t  of  tho 
tojt.  Amoug  tbo  more  practical 
applicatioos  are  an  electric  eogioe 
tell-tale,  b»  which  the  steamer  pilot 
knows  at  a  glance  tbo  position  of  all 
tbo  levers  in  the  engine-room,  and  ens- 
burners  which  can  be  lighted  or  turned 
out  sittglr  or  all  together,  bjr  touching 
pn>b-butlons  placed  iu  various  parts  of 
tbe  bouse.  A  pendatit  to  each  buroor 
will,  by  a  pawl  attachment,  turn  ou 
and  light  the  jet  if  it  is  not  light,  or  it 
already  iu  use  will,  by  tbe  .<amo  down- 
ward motion,  turn  tbe  gas  off.

Tho  Telemeter.  Comp&ov  has  on  ex- 
hibition various  instruments  to  record 
continuously  the,  temperature  nl  any 
confined  apace,  ud  to  give  warning  by 
rioging  a  bell  whenever  tbe  temper- 
ature passes  a  given  point  by  a  degree 
more  iu  either  direction.

Domestic  Pond  Lilies. 
At  tbe  New  York  Stale  Experi- 
ment Station,  there  is  a  barrel  cut 
to  convenient  size,  and  then 
i  bole  dug  iu  the  earth  npon  a 
of  the  law  a.  Tbe  top  of  tho 
barrel  is  just  lerei  with  the  surface  of 
awn.  It  bas  about  four  iocbes  of 
mud  in  tbe  bottom,  in  wbich 
planted  a  few  roots  of  tbe 
while  pond  lily.  Tho  barrel  was 
then  6Ued  witb  water,  aud  is  kept  full 
laucet  in  the  acqneduct  pipe, 
the  water  being  turned  on  aa  often  ae 
Tbe  barrel  ho*  been  a 
iful  miniature  pond  of  while  lilies 
all  through  tbe  season.  In  tbe  fall 
alter  lite  weather  gets  cold,  the  barrel, 
or  tub  is  lifted  out  and  rxmed  to  tbe 
cellar,  where  it  ia  protected  from 
freezing,  and  where  the  roote  of  tbe 
lilies  will  be  kept  in  conditions  similar 
10  what  they  would  be  surrounded 
witb  in  their  natural  state.  Notbag 
can  be  more  cbarmiug  in  the  way  ot 
flowers  on  a  lawu  than  a  small  pond 
of  water  lilies  blooming  daily  the 
whole  eumiwr  through.  Of  course 
the  barrel  must  be  set  where  teams  aod 
persous  would  not  walk  into  it  by  night 
or  by  day.  If  tbc  tub  ia  a  tight  ore, 
the  trouble  of  keeping  it  supplied  with 
wuier  will  not  be  great  upon  any 
Uwo.

Pipes  mado  of  steel  platee  are  coming 
into  nse  in  England  for  the  conveyance 
of  water  undor  higl'  pressure.  Tho 
plates  are  coated  with  load  ou  both  sides 
by  immersion  or  othorwise,  thou  rolled 
to  form,  riveted,  sol  lored  the  wholo 
length,  and  covered  with  piloh.  Of  this 
method  tho  first  cost  it  is  said,  is  not 
much  greater  than  of  iron,  and  tho  steel 
pipe  possesses  considerable  advantages 
over  those  of  iron. 

Judge  Van  Brunt  of  the  Snpreme 
Court  of  New  York,  decided  Thursday, 
Sept  18,  that  telegraph  companies  never 
had  a  valid  right  to  erect  polos  in  tho 
streets  unless  they  had  compensated  the 
of  tho  premises  iu  front  of  whieh 
the  poles  wero  raised.  Ho  further  hold 
that  the  Daly  act  passed  at  the  last 
sion  of  the  legislature,  prevents  tho  ot 
panies  from  acquiring  any  right  to  pnt 
up  poles  and  wires,  and  makes  it  incum- 
bent on  them  to  lay  all  thoir  wires  nu- 
dergronnd  between  now  and  Nov.  1,  1883. 

Bleached  linen  yarns  ore  made  bril- 
liantly lustrous  in  a  balh  of  500  parts 
water  and  one  part  chemically  pure  ton- 
nine  ;  the  tannine  is  dissolved  before  ad- 
water,  stir  well  and  enler  the 
yarns.  After  half  an  hour  enter  iu 
fresb  water  bath,  to  whioh  ten  parts  pure 
glycerine  and  a  spoonful  of  egg  albi 

added  to  300  parte  of  water.  Both 
operations  must  bo  made  in  a  cold  water 
bath.  When  dyed  after  tho  impregna- 
tion, tbo  lustre  is  communicated  to  tho 
dye.  The  bath  can  be  preserved  and 
used  tor  later  operation. 

The  progress  which  is  constantly  being 
made  in  providing  for  tho  comfort  and 
even  luxury  of  passengers  by  rail  is  well 
illustrated  in  a  new  oar  built  at  the 
Altoona  shops  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road. It  is  called  a  "  bay-window  porh 
car,"  and  the  details  were  designed  and 
patented  by  Mr.  Bruce  Price,  an  architect 
of  New  York.  Tho  aides  of  tho 
form  a  aeries  of  bay  windows,  the  ina 
of  the  sides  of  the  bay  being,  of  course, 
only  slight  This  arrangement  allows  ot 
oxoellent  views  from  tbo  interior,  as  the 
look  nearly  straight  ahead.

Edison,  tho  inventor,  has  mado  the 
following  prodiotion :  "  As  to  the  chogos 
which  will  be  effected  by  electricity 
within  fifty  years  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  I  wonld  soy  that  I  believe  elec- 
tricity will  propel  tho  cars  of  the  street 
and  elevated  roads,  light  tho  city  within 
and  without  its  buildings,  furnish  power 
for  all  purposes,  work  telephones  and 
burglar  alarms,  deliver  tho  mail,  oouvey 
parcels,  dotect  aud  signal  fires,  operate 
fire  engines,  and  possibly  displace  ani- 
mal locomotion  for  vehioles." 

Attention  is  being  directed  again  to  the 
French  process  aomo  timo  since  pro- 
posed, of  protecting  iron  surfaces  against 
rust  A  very  fine  powder  of  metallic 
rino  is  mixed  with  oil  and  a  siccative, 
and  is  applied  to  the  iron  by  means  of  an 
orehnary  brush.  Iu  many  cases  a  i 
coot  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  while 
two  coats  may  be  relied  npon  to  secure 
protection  against  the  corrosive  action  of 
the  atmosphoro,  as  well  as  of  sea  water. 
The  rino  ooating  gives  tho  iron  ■ 
gray  nppeorauoe,  and  does  not  interfere 
witb  subsequent  pointing.  A  good  mix. 
hire  consists  of  oight  ports,  by  weight  ol

The  First  Chnrch  was  represented 
in  the  meeting  ol  Pilgrim  Conference, 
held  last  week  in  Halifax.

1 
know  that  some  radicals  argue  the 
right  of  minorities,  bul  they  cannot 
reasonably  claim  the  right  to  control 
the  affairs  of  stale  or  any  body;  It  is 
true  that  Asia,  Europe,  So.  America, 
and  Airica  are  ruled  by  minorities  and 
those  minorities  in  each  nation  con 
sists  of  one  and  that  ore  is  none  other 
than  the  emperor,  the  king,  the  queen, 
the  ciar,  or  other  ruling  sovereign, 
but  in  the  United  Slates  the  ruling 
sovereign  is  the  people,  and  the  great- 
est number  of  people  of  any  given 
body  constitutes  Ihe  majority.  With- 
out this  organic  republican  or  demo- 
cratic (if  you  chose)  law,  anarchy  or 
despotism  is  the  result,  and  that  is 
just  what  is  taking  place  in  Marshfield 
to-day,  the  minority  is  attempting  to 
the  majority.  Now  we  have  ab- 
stained from  taking  any  sides  with  or 
against  the  dike  or  the  railroad  con- 
testants. When  the  question  was  up 
before  the  voters  at  town  meeting  1 
spoke  against  the  town  accepting  the 
dike  as  a  public  highway,  and  I  think 
I  signed  a  petition  for  the  bridge.

Venerable  "Squire  Saut"  Turner 
of  Scituate. 

The  old  town  of  SeltualOf  of  which  So. 
Scituate  was  a  part  uutil  18*9,  contains 
many  points  of  historical  interest.  A  llv 
ing  connection  between  Ihe  past  and  the 
present  exists  In  Ihe  venerable  Samuel 
Adams  Turner,  or  "Squire  Sam,"  a*  ho  is 
familiarly  known  to  his  neighbor*  and 
friends.  Sqnlre  Sam  Is  a  remnrkable  mun 
in  many  resnecla.  Born  Match  22,  1792, 
be  has  nearly  attained  his  ninety  third  an- 
niversary. Coming  from  a  race  nf  not.  d 
longevity  and  able  to  t»ce  h':s  ancestry 
back  lo  the  day*  of  the  Pilgrim's  be  is  just- 
ly prond  of  his  lineage.  Humphrey  Tur- 
ner came  to  America  in  tho  ship  Ann  in 
1623.  Three  years  later  Humphrey  catuo 
to  Scltnate  and  settled,  pureha-ing  a  fsrm 
In  tb*  North  River  volley  Inclose  proximi- 
ty tn  the  semmer  home  of  the  Mnltak>-s»ell 
Indian*.  In  1626  he  hnilt  a  log  bnt,  which 
for  nearly  fifty  yeara  answered  the  purpose 
for  which  It  was  constructed.  Abont  1670 
or  IOtO  Ihe  rude  cabin  was  removed  and 
replaced  with  a  more  modem  bouse,  which 
is  still  standing,  being  occupied  by  the 
family  of  Squire  Sam,  the  object  Of  Utia 
sketch. 

Sqnlre  Sam  was  born  about  a  mile  from 
bis  preseel  home,  which  be  has  occupied 
for  the  past  seveuty  yenrs.  He  waa  a  de- 
scended of  Tbomea,  the  third  sou  uf 
Humphn-y,  while  his  first  wile,  to  whom 
be  was  married  In  the  fall  of  IBM,  Lydla 
Turner,  was  a  deoccedeul  uf  Joseph,  the 
oldest  son  of  Humphrey  Turner.  Tboy 
enjojed  forty  ulue  j  ears  of  conjugal  bliss, 
and  then  Mrs.  Turner  died.  The  fruits  nf 
this  nnlou  were  one  son  and  two  daughters, 
who  are  still  iivlug.  Mrs  Turner  was  of 
the  fifth  generation  that  bad  livid  and  died 
in  the  old  boose. 

Aboel  a  quarter  of  a  century  after  the 
erection  of  tbe  present  house  an  addition 
was  hnilt  npon  the  west  side,  and  tbe  old 
bouse  ss  remodelled  in  1700  Is  tbe  present 
abode  of  Squire  Seal's  family.  It  was  in 
tbe  east  room,  hnilt  in  1670,  that  the  genial 
old  gentleman  enlerlalucd  the  Glo  te  cor- 
respondent recently,  upon  the  occasiou  of 
tbe  letter's  visit  to  bim.  Upon  tbe  occa- 
sion ot  this  visit  the  venerable  gentleman 
was  away  calling  npon  a  neighl*or,  but  np- 
on learnteg  of  the  presence  of  bis  vl»lt.ir 
be  hasteeed  home  eml  w  »rrnly  welcomed 
the  newspaper  man.  Mr.  Turner's  spright- 
ly appearance  belles  his  ege,  and  one  wonld 
hardly  suspect  him  of  living  over  70  j ears, 
while  bis  erect  carriage  end  bright  eyo  aid 
in  deceiving  a  nUaugrr  as  regaids  bis  real 
age.  Add  to  these  a  wonderful  memory 
and  easy  conversational  powers  aed  ynu 
have  before  jon  oue  cf  the  mo«l  astonishing 
Instances  of  longevity  and  retention  of 
physical  and  mental  qualities  in  this  Rule, 
or  even  perhaps  In  Iho  Union.  In  all  these 
years  "Sqnlre  Sem-'  ha*  never  been  afflict- 
ed with  *icknoM  In  any  form  and  has  never 
been  attended  by  a  physician.  A  few 
week*  since  he  had  the  toothache,  nnd,  e» 
he  rx|<re*»ed  it,  he  hardly  knew  what  the 
mailer  was,  bnt  thought  ho  would  go  into 
convulsions,  the  pain  was  so  severe. 

Mr.  Terner  Is  en  uncompromising  Ocm  - 
ocrat,  and  is  Justly  proud  of  the  fact  that 
he  has  nev.  r  during  the  seveuty  years  that 
he  has  been  a  voter  can  a  ballot  for'  any 
wilier  than  Urn  Democratic  nominees  for 
national  and  fliata  offices  Heveuty  conse- 
cutive times  has  he  volad  for  llm  Democrat- 
ic choice  for  the  gubernatorial  honors  In 
Mnasechns.-tls,  while  his  ballot  since  1410 
has  been  east  fol  that  parly's  clinic*  for 
the  prMldeney.  He  was  for  rnnny  years 
justice  of  the  pear*,  and  hence  Ills  honorary 
title,  of  squire.  He  served  in  the  war  of 
111'i  and  draws  a  pension  for  Hie  service 
rendered  In  l"8l  he  was  sent  to  the  Mes- 
sucliusetts  Mennln,  where  he  served  Ills 
constituent*  oon  jenr.  lie  elso  represent- 
ed his  district  In  Ilia  Legislature  in  1KX1. 
About  Ihet  limn  the  prn|HMied  Improvement 
of  North  River  began  to  be  igltnlnl  by  Uie 
towns  of  rkllualo,  Marsliflold,  I'emhrokn 
and  Hanover,  and  Mr.  Turner  wns  selected 
by  Hie  fouruiwns  mentioned  to  visit  Wash- 
ington anil  bring  Hie  mailer  of  the  needed 
Improvements  Mare  the  govern  ment.  A 
few  years  later  In  1H4.'>—  possessing  a  ile- 
•  Irn  Ui  witness  a  presidential  Inauguration, 
he  revisited  Washington,  slid  was  present 
al  Ilia  Inaugural  of  i'rasldsnl  I'olk.  During 
his  Servian  as  eouimlUM  on  the  Improvr- 
msnt  of  the  river  ha  wrote  a  letur  to  Hon. 
John  U-  Adams,  Hi*  lepiosentallvo  In  Oon- 
gnu*  from  this  district,  extending  lo  him 
*n  Invluti'in  to  visit  Hellusle,  vlnw  the 
river  and  Uiui  a  plain  fsrmnr'a  dinner  with 
hint.  Mr.  Adams  accepted  the  Invitation, 
■1111I  sfter  looking  over  lit*  river  dinar!  with 
Mr.  Turner,  Tim  squhn  rtlstas  I  lis  Inci- 
dent with  mneli  gusto,  anil  especially  the 
rom*fk  of  Mr,  Adams  that  he  had  "never 
•njoyiid  a  betur  dinner  In  Hie  palace  of  a 
peine..." 

Hi  1*40  Mr-  Turner  was  ppolutvii  * 
member  of  lite  b«*rd  nf  visitors  lo  iho 
West  Pblsjl  AiMbw}  from  Ms***ebn**  tti 
II*  was  postmsetiir  *l  rJellnata  Kaibor  and 
(idlaatiir  of  the  yirl   during  President 


Buchanan's  ndmlnl) 
elerk  previous  10  the  division  of  Iho 
In  164!). 

T  North  river,  which  runs  directly 
,  bis  door,  was  once  a  famous  locality 
it  shipbuilding,  which  was  tiogun  here  In 
1630.  Previoua  to  1813  there  were  teo  or  a 
doieu  shipyard*  upon  He  shores,  with  an 
yearly  louuage  of  3000  tnns.  Over 
three-fourths  of  ail  the  vessels  built  there 
were  senl  to  Nnntucket,  New  Bedford,  and 
New  York.  Among  Ihe  more  noled  shl|>- 
btillder*  of  those  times  were  William  Deia- 
and  ihe  squire's  great  graudfathar, 
Charles  Turner.  Tbe  Inst  ouo  launched 
hy  Delano  was  In  1813  uud  500  tons  bur- 
den, built  for  llaaard  of  New  Bedford. 
The  last  lanuehing  on  this  stream  occurred 
1H71.  Tito  Chnrlee  Turner  referred 
to,  tho  squire's  great  grandfather,  amassed 
a  fortune  in  prusecutlug  the  business,  end 
at  bis  death,  In  1783,  wii*  worth  113,000. 
Sueb  *  liitug  as  a  Imsliicsi  failure  was  un- 
heard of  In  those  days.  The  first  ship  that 
over  sailed  from  the  United  Stales  nrouiid 
Cape  Horn  was  built  at  Hobnrt's  Lauding. 
She  was  named  the  Columbia,  and  was 
commanded  l<y  Cnpt-  Kendrlck.  She  visit- 
ed Oregon,  and  sailed  up  the  Coininhia 
river,  which  was  named  In  honor  of  tbe 

Mr.  Turner's  fa'lter  was  named  Charlei, 
and  was  born  lit  1700.    lie  waa  «*  liberal 
Democrat,  nnd  served  in  lml It  branchos  of 
the  State  government  ovor  twenty  years. 
Ho  wiia  also  a  member  of  Congress  from 
Ihl*  district,  lHtO-14,  and  voted  for  the 
war  measure  of  1812.    He  wn*  a  member 
of  Hie  committee,  appointed  to 
constitution  of  Massachusetts.     The  last 
fourteen  years  of  his  life  were  *pcnt  i 
Marine  lluspltal  at  Chelsea.     He  died  In 
le3S).     Mr.   Turner's  grandfather, 
named  Charles,  was  liorn  In  1732,  and  was 
educated  nt  Harvard  College,  where  hi 
studied  for  the  ministry.    He  wa*  settled 
over  the  I'ultnrlan  society  at  Duxbury  In 
1754.    no  was  a  whig  ami  was  elected  to 
the  Stale  Senate  from  Plymouth  county 
during  the  Revolnlionary 
delegate  to  tho  convention  that  ratified 
the  Constitution  uf  thd  United  Slates,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  commltli 
framed  the  constitution  of  Massachusetts 
iu  1810.     llo  was  m  years  old  whan  be 
died. 

Squire  Turner's  mother  wns  Hannah, 
danghtjr  of  Colonel  John  Jacobs,  who 
couitttnuded  11  regiment  In  U15  Revolution- 
ary war.  She  married  his  father  in  1789. 
She  lived  to  tbe  ripe  age  of  01  years. 

In  May  of  the  pn  scut  year  Squire  Tur- 
ner, whn  was  the  possessor  of  two  ancient 
chairs  which  hud  been  In  actual  service  lu 
his  family  155  years,  presented  one  of  them 
to  Mrs.  Gaston,  wife  ot  cx-Governor  Gas- 
ton. The  gift  was  gracefully  ncknowledg- 
e<?  by  Mrs.  Gaston  iu  a  letter  10  Mr.  Tur- 
uer,  and  rhe  subsequently  scut  him  s 
photograph  of  her  parlor,  a  prninlii.  nl 
feature  of  which  is  the  undent  relic  of 
former  days  The  other  elieir  Is  still  In 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Turner,  who  greatly 
prize*  It.— Globe.

Why  Thanksgiving
